| “We didn’t have the luck of Capt. 
Lindbergh,” Mr. Chamberlin told Tux 
correspondent. “We were 
caught in a fierce storm off the coast 
of ireland. It continued until we 
crossed the channel. At times we had 
to fy 20,000 feet high. 

“We found good weather on the 
continent. It lasted until we reached 
Dortmund and then a fog got in our 
Way. We tried to circumvent it, 
Which cost us time and gas. So we 
were forced to land at Eisleben [in 
Saxony, 110 miles from Berlin], but 
were unable properly to replenish our 
supply.” 

Mr. Chamberlin bought 100 quarts 
of gasoline. With this he started out 
at 9 o’clock this morning into the 
heavy fog spread over the Harz moun- 
tains and the center of Germany. 

“But our air instrument had gone 
back on us 300 miles out,” he said 
The maps the aviators had along were 
insufficient to help them pick the 
straightest route to Berlin. 

_“ Never Saw So Many Chimneys.” 

“I never saw a country with so 
many chimney stacks in my life,"’ Mr.

Sees Regular Trips. 

The performance of the motor in the 
Bellanca monoplane which carried 
Chamberlin and Levine from New 
York to Germany means that within 
the next two years there will be more 
commercial flying in the United States 
than “in all the rest of the world 
put together,” Charlies L. Lawrence, 
president of the Wright Aeronautical 
corporation, said today. 

Mr. Lawrence, who is the inventor 
of the 500 pound “ Wright motor” 
which carried the plane across the At- 
lantic, said the engine, by setting the 
world’s record of more than 3,300 miles 
nonstop flying, had proved the essen- 
tial qualities for commercial work. 
Those qualities, he said, were economy 
and durability, and “it doesn’t need 
often to be overhauled.” 

Mr. Lawrance explained that the cyl- 
inders of the motors are so designed 
that more energy is produced for every 
explosion than by previous motors, 
thus giving a practical maximum of 
power with a,minimum gasoline con- 
sumption. It wag this motor which 
set the world’s endurance flight record 
by Chamberlin and Acosta. 


Wright Out of 

Although put out by the Wright 
Aeronautical corporation at Paterson, 
N. J., and called a “ Wright motor,” 
the motor is in realitiy a “ Lawrance 
motor,” in that it is the creation of 
Lawrance, who has been working on 
it since 1918. Orville Wright, the sur- 
viving member of the Wright brothers, 
is not connected with the Wright Aero- 
nautical corporation and has nothing 
to do with the present product. 

The Wright brothers, said Mr. Law- 
rance, were connected with the Wright- 
Martin company before and during the 
war, and turned out thousands of mo- 
tors for the government. When the 
war demand ceased the output was cut 
and a new smaller organization was 
begun, called the Wright Aeronautical 
eorporation, taking over the Wright 
stock and the Wright name. 

Chamberlin’s flight to sre 
close on the heels of Lindbergh's air 
journey to France, has demonstrated 
that the Atlantic ocean can be crossed 
by airplane without use of astrono- 
mical observations, Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd said today.

THE GASOLINE TAX. | 


Chicago, June 6.—I note with interest 
your editorial, “ The Gas Tax Revived.” 
I believe that in addition to allowing a 
return of 60 per cent of the tax to the 
county in which collected there should 
be a provision to permit the tax revenue 
to be used to pay for street pavements 
in cities in which collected. 
The present plan of taxation to pay 
for street pavements is unfair to the 
motorist and real estate owner as well. 
The motorist using a car occasionally 
pays the same vehicle tax as the business 
car owner or taxicab line,. whose cars 
continually are driven over the streets, 
pays. The wheel tax, consequently, is 
insufficient to pay for the repaving of 
the streets worn out by the heavy traffic. 
The burden of the paving expense falls 
on the real estate owner, who may never 
use the streets. Moreover, not only are 
motor bus and freight truck lines in local 
and interstate traffic using the* pave- 
ments, but railroads are now transport- 
ing by truck over city streets freight 
which was formerly transferred by rail, 
Is it not as reasonable to tax real estate 
for maintenance of a railroad right of 
way as for repaving streets used by com- 
mon carriers? 
The law allowing special assessments. 
on real estate to pay for pavements, the 
state auto license and the city vehicle 
tax on gasoline driven vehities should 
be repealed and a gas tax sufficient to 
pay all road and street pavement ex- 
pense substituted. A gas tax is fair and 
it is a mileage tax. The user of the pave- 
ment pays for the pavement in the pro- 
portion in which he uses it.

Rice Helped; Cotton. and 
Cane May Be Lost.

Baton Rouge, La., June 6.—([Spe- 
eial.}j—South and west of Vicksburg, 
in a strip of alluvial land and swamps 
60 miles wide and reaching to the gulf, 
the floor waters of the Mississippi 
valley are practically stagnant today 
as the June rise holds back the reces- 
sion that means so much to the farm- 
Highways west of the river which 
is still rolling safely on behind high 
levees, lead inevitably into lakes. It 
is not a raging torrent, a great. force 
sweeping houses, bridges and roads 
upon it. Except in the immediate 
vicinity of the crevasses in the levee, 
but a gentle and turgid spread of wa- 
ter, inch by inch, from the back coun- 
try up toward the river. Only a strip 
along the west side of the river, and 
the high lands escape this seeping, 
penetrating, resistless flow. One-fourth 
of Louisiana is affected by this cage 
or about 10,900 square miles. It is

Pursuant to this willingness was the 
withdrawl of Marsha] Chang’s army 
to a line between Paotingfu and Siang- 
chow, thus evacuating southern Chihli 
and Shantung. Marshal Chang does 
not regard Gen. Feng Yu-hsiang as a 
factor in the situation, especially since 
the Christian general seems committed 
to the radical faction of Hankow. 

The statement of Marshal Chang’s 
spokesman verified the story cabled 
from Tientsin that he is willing to 
permit the Shansi governor to occupy 
Tientsin as a non-belligerent until the 
terms have been worked out. 

The news of the peace overtures 
were received too late for legation 
comments, but since the plan involves 
the retention of Peking as the capital 
until the people’s convention is held, 
tt probably will put an end to the re 
ports that the American legation will 
ubandon Peking, which still are issued 
from some quarters, as disorders now 
pre less likely.

Diet for Reducing 


,Out of the chaos of misinformation 


about reduction methods, with the 
sid of reputable medical authorities, 
we are learning far saner programs 
for recovering health, youth, and a 
more stylish figure. One of the items 
sressed by physicians as dangerous 
ip many fat persons is the entire elim- 
pation of starches and sugars from 
the diet. 
The elimination of all starch and 
sugar frequently results in a serious 
of acidosis or increased acidity. 
The principle upon which this is based 
is that there must be some sugar and 
starch in the diet to help burn the 
body fat that is lost in the weight 
reduction, also to help burn the small 
amount of fat that is usually included 
in @ reducing diet. 
A woman may be surprised to learn 
that her diet includes any fat, since 


she has eliminated fat meats and but-; 


ter. But there are other food sources 
of fat—whole milk, cream, cheese, ba- 
con, lard, suet, nuts, egg yolke, and 
olive and vegetable oils. 

Rich (fat) cooking is so cOmmon 
that one may unknowingly accept her 
reduced fare as innocent of the com- 
mom fat-making ingredients. Salad 
dressings. for instance, may be made 
with French or mayonnaise dressing, 
in which large amounts of vegetable 
oiis are used. Chicken may be pre- 
pared with strips of bacon and basted 
with butter. Lard, or lard with but- 
ter may be used in pastry and in the 


frying of food. 


It is because people eat too much 
fat that they arrive at the state where 
kind friends and relatives suggest they 
ought to do something. Just in the 
matter of butter alone people con- 
sume enormous numbers of calories 
during the day--enormous, that is, 
compared to what they should be con- 
fining themselves to. Bread with 
quantities of butter on it is often 
eaten before the luncheon or dinner 
is brought on and also during the 
meal, and not reckoned in the sum 
total of the day, at all. 

A reducing diet should be as free 
from fat as possible, but it should 
contain ample amounts of protein 
iskimmed milk or buttermilk, cottage 
cheese, and the leanest of meats) with 
fairly large amounts of carbo-hydrates 
in the form of fruits and vegetables. 

Fruits and vegetables supply bulk, 
another important feature of a healthy 
diet, and water drunk between meal 
hours in sufficient quantity to wash
